Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claim 1, together with claims 2 and 4-5 
dependent therefrom, is patentable oven Maurille et al. for at least the foregoing reasons. Claims 



8, 11, 13-1.4, and 16-17 incorporate features that correspond to those of claim 1 cited above, and

are, therefore, together with claims 9-10 dependent from claim 8, patentable over Maurille et aL 
for at least the same reasons. The Examiner cited Dodrill et al. and Kino etal. to specifically 
address the additional features recited ip claims 3, 6-7, 12, 15, and 18, respectively. As such, the 
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additions of these references would still have foiled to cure, the above-described deficiencies of 
Maurille et al.. even assuming, arguendo, that such additions would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art at the time the claimed invention was made. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully submit that claims 3, 6-7, 1 2, 15, and 18 are patentable over the cited references for 
at least the foregoing reasons. 

Applicants appreciate the Examjner's implicit finding that the additional reference made 

of record, but not applied, does not render the claims of the present application unpatentable,
